A Box Containing 125 Pounds of 
Tiller’s Silver Recovered,

to— The Robbery was Planned First in 
November—Burton’s Curious Lodgers 
—McFadden Went With the Plunder to 
Chicago— Warrants Against Both Men. 


A couple of evenings ago Harry Gilmore, the 
driver of a city express wagon, who had been 
reading a great deal in the city papers con- 
cerning the rise and fall of Prentice Tiller, 
came to the conclusion that he knew something 
which might prove very significant in the case. He 
went to the office of the express company and de- 
lighted the management with his story. He said 
that on the evening of the Wednesday following 
the robovery ne happened to de stand 
ing with his wagon for a mo 
ment on Morgan, between Fourth 


and Fifth streets, when a man of medium height, 
spare build and black mustache and goatee , came 
to him and asked him if he could haul a box to 
the express office. He had an a to 
haul a machine from Richmond’s on ust, be- 
tween Third and Fourth streets, but as the ex- 
ress office would be right on his way, he guessed 
ze could do the job. He was told todrive in 
front of a hall door at the corner of the alley, on 
the north side of Morgan, between Fourth and 
Fifth, and did so. Ine number of the 
piace, he thought, was 413, but he 
wasn’t quite sure, although he could point it 
out. He climbed the stairway which led right 
from the front door, and on the landing at the top 
there was a squatty sort of a box which the man 
said was to be hauled to the United States Ex- 
press office. He caught hold of the box, but it 
was not to be trifiea with, and failed to respond. 
The man said it was heavy,jand would help,earry 
it, So one got on each side, and they earried it 
down stairs and dumped it into his wagon. The 
man climbed in with him, and they 
drove to the United States Express 
office, corner of Fourth and Vine streets. 
which Tiller had all but “cleaned out“ tnree 
davs before. The box was addressed to some one 
in Kansas City, and being weighed, was entered 
for 125 pounds. The man paid him for his work, 
and he drove on about his business. He remem- 
bered, when be was wrestling with the box, that 
he sawa young man on the landing or in the 
doorway of the room leading of it to the 
left, but he paid no  <4attention to 
him, and it was quite dark, wr be A 
detective was called by the express “officiais, and 
Mr. Gilmore and the detective went around on 
Morgan street, where the former pointed out the 
house, which was No. 413. They learned that the 


Burton and his family, who had furnished rooms 
to rent. Mr. Burton was not at home, and they 
learned little that was of importance. After 
they had left, Mr. Burton was evidently in- 
formed of the Call, and he burried 
over to the Lindell to tell 
the express folks what he knew about the box 
and its owners. They examined bim at great 
length, and then corked him up so awfully tight 
aguinst newspaper reporters that he is bardly 
willing to acknowledge that his name is Burton, 
or that he is a man at all. His statement proved 
conclustvely that the box was part of the stolen 
express money. All that he told has not yet 
leaked out, as the express company is determined 
16 trial of the 
crimfbals, not a bit more of the evidence that ; 
obtain than they have to. Along other titngs he 
tola them were these facts: Some time last No- 
vember the men who figured in the late sensation 
rented rooms of him, and it is altogether probable 
that the robbery was to have taken place at that 
but something prevented and they 
not occupy the rooms. About 
a week before the robbery, however, 
one of the men, who gave 
HIS NAME AS TAYLOR, 
but who is now positively identified as McFadden, 
called and took possession of quarters in his 
house, paying iwo weeks’ rent in advance. The 
room was right at the head of the stairs leading 
off Morgan street, so that Taylor could go in and 
out without passing through any other portion of 
the house. = was visited off, 
and on, by e other man, whose 
name was not given, but whom 
Mr. Burton now recognizes as Tiller. They at- 
tracted no attention aud provoked no comments 
by their movements, and Tiller finally took lodg- 
ings there. After Sunday the baggage of the 
lodgers was very heavy indeed, as Mrs. Burton 
had occasion to find out, There were two trunks 
and a couple of valises, and whenever Mrs. Bur- 
ton desired to move them in .sweeping, she 
got a paindn her back. One of the trunks and 
one of the valises Mr. Burton identified as those 
which were captured with Tiller, so that the sole 
leather treasure box has been fixed in St. Louis 
at last. On Tuesday evening March 5 (the sec- 
ond day after the robbery) Mr. Taylor took bis de- 
parture, the sole-lenther trunk accompanying him 
as baggage to the Main Street Depot. In handiing 
the trunk. both Taylor (or he may as well be 
caljed McFadden) and Tiller participated. On 
Ar evening, by request, Mr. Burton went 
out and called an express wagon to haul a box 
which Mr. Tiller desired to ship, to the United 
States Express Office, and attended to the work 
of expressing it to Kansas City, the address being 
given. Tiller moved about the neighberhood with 
no apparent enlort at concealment and 
no noticeable disguise beyond a red flan- 
nel rag whic extended up araund his 
neck to his chih, the effect of which was to give 
his face a very tough appearance. He took his 
meals some place in the neighborhood, and on 
Friday evening he left. Mr. Burton said he never 
thought of 
CONNECTING THE MEN 
with the express . because he does not 
read the papers very closely, and had not fol- 
jowed up the developments in connection with 
the robbery. 

“Vou are sure that box was expressed to Kan- 
sas City, are you?” asked a reporter of the express 
driver, Gilmore, this morning. 

“Yes, 1 am sure of that, but I don’t know the 
name that was on it.” 

„How big a box was it?” 

“Tt was a very rough, unplaned box, as though 
a big plank had u sawed into pieces about 
fourteen inches square and nailed into a pox. I'd 
know it anywhere, and when they took me over 
and asked me to pick it out ofthe boxes in the 
express company’s cellar I did it easily.” 

“So it has come back here, has it?“ 

“Yes; I don’t know how they got it back, but 
the lid has been turned over, and it bears Mr. 
Morsman’s address now. I don’t know what 
was in it, Dut it weighed 125 pounds.“ 

Investigation in other quarters showed that this 
“box” incident was quite an important one. Mr. 
Morsman, on learning of the shipment, probably 
cross-examined Tiller, who, seeing that so much 
was known, acknow! that, havine some- 
thing over $2,000 in silver, and not desiring to lug 
it around, hehad boxed it and shipped it toa bo- 

us name in Kansas City to wait till called for. 
3⁰ am was sent to the United States Ex- 
press there and the box 
was returned to r. Morsman with 
its silver contents intact. Since this course was 
adopted with 82.000, it is not improbable that some 
other portion of the plunder was disposed of in 
like manner. With all their work, the company 
has not yet been able to determine the amount of 
the money still unrecovered. The stories about a 
very largé amount being missing are not authori- 
tative, and are mere speculation. It seems 
reasonable to suppose that McFadaen, having all 
the money in his possession, never turned it over

Melman, the Great Objector, Condemns the 
Waste of Time in Congress.

WASHINGTON, March 17.—Mr. Holman has 
little faith in the ability of Congress to get away 
from Washington before August.

“What is the remedy, Mr. Holman?” 

“It’s pretty hard to answer,” hereplied. “One 
remedy and one which I should be glad to see ap- 
plied would be to eliminate all private business 
trom the work of the House, Congress ought not 
to be expected or equired to legislate upon pri- 
vate claims. Every claim which comes to us here 
is one which the law does not allow. If it did it 


would be allowed in the courts and not sent here. 
A very small proportion of the claims sent here 
are just, and yet we are expected to spend days 
and dayg discussing them. Our calendar is num- 
bered up with them, and the bills of a- private na- 
ture reported to the Houses have begun to be 
nunibered by the hundreds. I very well remem- 
ber,” said Mr. Hoiman, as he dropped three 
square — of sugar into his tea and stirred 
it round and round for a moment (it was genuine 
young Hyson and not cold tea, as some legisla- 
lors are supposed to tndulge in), “I very well re- 
member my first experience in Congress with 
these private claims.

ter the passage it went to the 
White House, and the President sent for me 
and asked me if I thought he ought to sigh the 
bill. I told him that I thought the claim a just 
one and should be paid, He said the precedent 
was a dangerous one, but finally he consented 
and signed the bill. The money was paid to the 
attorney who had been pressing the claim, and 
reports were received showing tiat the money 
had been distributed to the heirs, and I supposed 
everything settled satisfactorily, but to my aston- 
ishment a few years later a man turned up claim- 
ing to be the legal aue only heir of the person in 
whose behalf the claim had been made. An in- 
vestigation of the whole matier showed that the 
claim as presented and paid was without author- 
ity, that the pretended division of the money 
among the heirs was fraudulent, that the signa- 
tures of Lhe heirs showing the receipt of the 
money were forgeries, and that the attorney who 
presented and pressed the claim and got the 
money had, with perhaps one associate, pocketed 
the whole $10,000, while the original heir who was 
entitled to the money, if anybody was, got noth- 
ing. That pretty well cured me of private claims. 
Another reason which I have for doupting 
the genuineness of those claims is that the eiaim- 
ants do not appear either by letter or otherwise. 
It seems to me that if claims were genuine and 
the work of genuine claimants we should receive 
a great many more letters iu person from them 
than we do.’

The Outcome of an English Beauty 's In- 
discreet Act-Mutual Friends and a 
Policeman Separate the Enraged Com- 
batants—The End Not Yet. :

New York, March 19.—Mr. Eric Bayley, an 
English gentleman of means and high social po- 
sition, well Known in theatrical circies in New 
York, arrived from London ou the steamer Gallia 
a week ago and is a guest at the Victoria Hotel. 
It was understood amoug a small coterie of his 
friends that the object of Mr. Bayley’s visit was 
to chastise Lilford Arthur, aiso an Englishman, 
who had alienated bis wife’s affections, and if he 
had not actually betrayed her had so far compro- 
mised ber by bis attentions as to bring about a 
separation. Theré are, however, contradictory 
stories as to the nature of the iptimacy between 
Mr. Arthur and Mrs. Bayley, some of the friends 
of Mr. Bayley asserting most positively that Mrs. 
Bayley was simply gulity of indiscretion in leav- 
ing her husband in London and accompanying 
Mr. Arthur and his sister to New York. 


Mr. Bayley, however, appears to take a aifferent 
view of the matter, and yesterday engaged ih a 
personal rencontre with Arthur in the cafe of the 
Union Square Hotel, Mr, Bayley accompanied 
by Edward Richardson, an attache of a dramatic 
newspaper, entered the hotel about 2 p. m. and 
passed into the bar, where they ge in ear- 
nest conversation for a few moments, and ‘finally 
Mr. Bayley pushed aside the dvor and entered the 
cafe where Mr. Arthur was lunching. Walking 
quickly upto Where Arthur sat, Bayley applied 
an Offensive nume to him, 
SEIZED HIM BY THE THROAT 

and with a powertul blow felied him to the floor. 
The scuffie attracted the aitention of every ove in 
the hotel lobby, aud the cafe Was almost instantly 
filled with an exciied throng. Several persons 
took hold of the belligerents and separated them, 
Bayley and his friend witharew to the sfaewailk, 
and were quickly followed by Arthur, who at- 
tucked Bayley. A lively set-to resulted, but it 
wus evident that Arthur, though the lighter of 
the two men, was the more expert, aud son 
proved. Bayley was ia uo ¢onudition fora 
pugilistic encounter, and though he 
struck out vigorously, was soon 
worsted, and ~ would in all probability 
have been roughly handled by his antagonist, but 
for the arrival of a policeman, wno took both men 
into custody.

Miss Davenport rose to receive him ju her parlor 
at the Soutberh. Miss Davenport is not fond of 
being interviewed, and she doubtiess expressed 
herſtrue seutiments when she said that when she 
had read one not long ago in which she was cred- 
ited with all manner of sayings 
uudreamed of that she had taken an oath to de- 
prive herself of the pleasure ever after. Ste is, 
nevertheless, a pleasant, easy and interesting 
cornversationalist, “I hope you have brought the 
sunshine with yon,“ she remarked, muchinglv. 
wih forgive you if you have, because then 1 
cin “lake my customary Walks every 
day. I haven't been able to take a 
single one since I have been in St. Louis, and I 
am beginning to miss them.” 

Do you walk much, Miss Davenport,” asked 
the reporter.

I feel, I image, asa butterfly feels when 
it first emerges from the chrysalis state; I feeia 
new power in me. and, strange to 
suy, serious as the part is and as = 
a demand as it makes, 1 never felt jollier in my 
life.

If the na- 
tive Americans of our great cities attended to 
their political duties as faithfully as foreign- 
ers do, it would be easier to enforce a high- 
er standard of political service. But this

LEAGUED AGAINST ANARCHISTS. 

Newspaper organs of Eu cabinets 
are full of an alleged league of the Powers 
against dynamiters and atiarchists, The 
Powers, we are told, are preparing to out- 
law any government that grarts political 
asylum to any person who hag attacked life 
or property. As every act Of rebellion or 
revolution is an attack upon life and prop- 
erty, this league is manifestly a conspiracy 
to obliterate all distinction between political 
offenses and ordinary crimes. It is an at- 
tempt to band the rulers together for mutual 
protection from all forms of opposition. 

About the time these rulers get their 
league in effective operatiou soine of them 
will be political fugitives themselves. Some 
of the worstcriminals that ever found ref- 
uge in foreign lands, with immunity for 
their crimes, were men who had wigided 
sceptres of arbitrary power. The same 
political asylum which protected Orsin1’s 
accomplices from Louis NAPOLEON’Ss ven- 
geance afterwards protected that dethroned 
usurper from the vengeance of France. Swit- 
zerland's response to the invitation to join the 
International League against anarchists 
hits the nail on the head. When theenemies 
of a government flee away to foreign lands 
so that they can make mouths at it in safety 
and amuse themselves with cranky plots, 
they are not worth pursuing. They soon 
either get into some better business or de- 
generate into ordinary criminals or vagrants 
and go to jail as such, and not as political 
martyrs. ‘

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The only Nihilists Russia need fear are 


those that swarm about the Czar's capital 
and in his very palace. The only anarchists 
that BisMAROK really fears are the sturdy 
Germans who work and vote, do their own 
thinking and patiently bide their time to 
free the united states of Germany from the 
incubus of Imperialism. The dynamiters of 
New York.cannot hurt England except by 
committing crime on her soil and under her 
own jurisdiction, If they manage to evade 
our severe laws against the shipment of ex- 
plosives, they still hawe to land them in 
British ports and generally from British 
vessels before they can do any harm with 
them.

Dank S81R—I am in receipt of your note of the 
Sch inst. informing me that you have been in- 
structed by Mr. G. G. Gibson to bring salt on 
certain special tax-bills for reconstruction, which 
are a lien upon my property, unless 1 pay the 
same at once. 

A few days previously, I received also a notice 
from the Syenite Granite Company, to call at its 
office to pay said bills, in which notice the valid- 
ity of the special tax-bilis on account of “granite 
reconstruction,” by the affirmation of the case of 
Farrar et al. vs the city of St. Louis and Wm. R. 
Allen by the Supreme Court, in favor of defend- 
ants, is suggested. 

You are aware that on the first presentation of 
of those tax-bilis I declined their payment, be- 
cause I considered them not correct, contaluiug 
charges against my property not authorized by 
the city charter. According to my understand- 
ing, the referred to affirmation has not the inti- 
mated sweeping effect in regard to the validity of 
the special tax-bills in question. 

In reply to your demand to make immediate 
payment ot the bills mentioned, I have, there- 
fore, to say that I prefer to wait and let my ac- 
tion regarding their payment be governed by the 
decision of tiie courts, not yet made, on the fol- 
lowing points: 

First—W bether the owner of property,who,to the 
satisfaction of the city authorities, and under aud 
in compliance with the provisions of charter and 
ordinance now existing, and in existence since

ALBUQUERQUE, N. M., March 10.—The mar- 
velous has become so usual during the present 
decade in thé United States that u is almost re- 
garded as common place, and yet when we take 
any one of these numerous marvels and treat 1: 
specifically, it attaches to itself many interesting 
features Which hang about the solld truth as 
gracefully as does the Spanish moss upon the 
branches of the great live oaks of the South. 

When we speak of a city which from compara- 
tively nothing in 1881 has developed into a metro- 
polis in 1884; with an annual commercial business 
ot over $2,000,000; with an export during the last 
year of about 61,000, 000; a city which has ex- 

ed in the same time over @400,000 in internal 
wprovements, which has centralized within its 
boundaries some 4,500 citizeng—men of wealtu 
aud men of wuscle—cosmopulitan in every sense 
of the word—euergetic and active women of cul- 
ture and refinement with honest hearts and heipt- 
ful dispositions: a city with two lines of street 
railway, gas, electric light, two daily and two 
weekly newspapers—a mammoth jovbing trade 
which reaches to the Texas boundary upon the 
east and to California upon the west. 
WE RECORD A MARVEL 

but at the saihe time we sueyest three questions 


| which we will endeavor to auswer in this article, 


the first of which is What is the cause which has 
produced these great results?” the second} Is this 
growth ephemeral or substantial?” and finally 
“Will it last?” 

We will give our attention at the outset to the 
first query. The mineral and grazing wealth of 
the territory of New Mexico has been dreamed of 
for many years in the past, but while development 
was being rapidly made in California and Coto- 
rado comparatively little atiention was being 
paid to New Mexico or Arizona. It was waiting, 
sleeping as iy were, with the vast deposits of un- 
told wealth within its bosom, with its inition of 
acres of grazivg lands, not yielding to 
ble eneral commerce the world, 
although ts grasses were as luku- 
riant, its Waters as pure and its climate far 
more perfect for the stock business than upon 
the vast prairies of the West. and its agricultural 
and borticuktural possibilities unknown. Eveu 
now. after the doors have been opened and capi- 
tal, skill and labor are pouring in, not one thou 
sapdth part of the resources of the country have 
been brought to light, and there is hardly a doubt 
that the writer of ten years hence will have amore 
remarkable story to tell than we have, which wil 
be as weill authenticated as our own. 

THE RAPID KAILWAY BUILDING 

of the Aitchison, Topeka and Santa Fe and its

Texas, on the south by Mexico, aud ou the west 
by Arizona,” and it is true, 

This central location, which tnyites the narrow 
gauge systems of the mountains to centralize 
here; the assured fact that at no very distant day 
the St. Louis and Sau Francisco Rallway will 
complete iis line from the Iludian Terrnorv to 
this point, which it must do to protect its land 
grant, Which isa very Valuable one; the large 
trade which has been built up so very 
quickly and the inviting aspect of a chance to 
make money are armboug the causes of 
THE REMARKABLE GROWTH OF ALBUQUERQUE. 

The second question we can belter answer by 
giving some points which we gleaned regarding 
Bernalillo Couuty, of which this city is the coun- 
ty seat, and a clover study of the city itseilz. 

This 2 oceupies a central position in the 
— and has un area of 4,000,000 uacres—a 
young State in iiself. The valley of the Rio 
Grande traverses it from north to south for adis- 
tance of eighty miles, its average width being 
five miles. The soil is a rich alluvial, intermixed 
with silicious marl, made by the aggregation of 
aqueous deposits for ayes—uutil it is productive 
aud fertile to a remarkable degree—but the 
summers are hot and dry and agriculture de- 

nds upon irrigation. It is estimated, however, 

hat oot one-fifth of the arabie land is under cul- 
tivation, as the people whoare now farming 
(Mexicans and Indians) are naturally indolent, 
with few wants and a disposition to do as litle 
work as possibile. New blood must be iniused— 
American aud foreign farmers who will soon 
change the order of things and farm for a profit. 

Two companies have been formed for lhe pur- 
pose of irrigating the mesa or table land east of 
Albuquerque, the acequia of which will be some 
fifty miles long. It wul furnish water to irrigate 
100,000 acres in Bernalillo County and 200,000 
acres in Valencia—of the very best character of 
farining land not liable to overflow and rich in 
phospuates. This land is partly open to entry 
and partly covered by the Atlautic and Pacific 
land grant. It is not the object of the company 
to buy up lands, but to let settlers get tne 
land at first costor from the Government and 
have notmug to pay except a nominal sum per 
acre for water used. Valley lands are selling 
from $10 to $50 per acre,and there are cases where 
Chinamien are paying 830 per acre rental for 
ground near Albuquerque, raising garden 
truck” and making money. This shows what 
cau be doue in this country. 5 

GRAIN, VEGETABLES AND FRUIT 

all can be raised with great success, reaching a 
remarkable yield and size, especially in vegeta- 
bles, unkuown to any farmers who do not irrigate 
and thus make rain and shower to suit 
themselves. Cabbages often attain thirty pounds 
in weight. The Mexican onion which yields from 
40.000 10 50,000 pounds per acre, might be made a 
valuable export. Single ovions often weigh two 
or three pounds. but are not rendered gross by 
being large; on the contrary this ouion is 
sweeter than apy grown aud tender as well. 

One wan can only cultivate oue acre in six 
mouths aud doit property, but four meu could at- 
tend to ten acres by a proper division of labor. 
Beuus are cultivated in great quantities,aud form 
one of the principle articles of feod for the na- 
tives. Apples, quinces, peaches, plums, cherries 
and all small fruits are grown, but tue grape is 
the king in this valley, aud it challenges compari- 
sgn with any in the world for size, beauty, flavor 
ahd produetiveness. 

The “Mission” grape is most generally grown, 
but there ure some sinall vineyards of white mus- 
catels, a delicious table grape. Made into wiue, 
an acre of vines four years old yields 1,360 gal- 
lons, worth When new $2,040, the value ot whiten 
increases With age, aud when these grapes find 
their way to Eastern markets and become known 
they wilibe appreciuteu and meet with ready 
sale. They are u very fair keeping and shipping 
fruit. 


THE CITY OF ALBUQUERQUE

M. Rosenheim of Rosenheim, Lewis & Co, 
thought St. Louis is in need of many more, “We 
are hemmed iu on every side by Chicago, on ac- 
count of the various and repeated concessioils 
made to her by her roads in both passenger and 
freight traffic, aud the time has come when some 
concerted action must be taken to get our share 
of that trade. True, we have a fair trade with 
Kansas, but it has been obtained by individual 
efforts without any help from railroads. This 
discrimination ought to be attended to by the 
Freight Bureau, aad will probably be equalized, 
I heartily agree with the suggestion that excur- 
sions be run from Southern and Southwestern 
points, but there is another field which St. Louis 
should draw from, and tuat is Nebraska, We 
have found a pretty good feld there ourselves 
aud think it could be profitably attracted.” 

Kelly, Goodfellow & Co. believe it to be a good 
thing. it comes from a part of the country 
the majority of whese trade we ought to get. Tie 
excursion is a great success, and we are willing 
to contribute to the coutmuauce 
of them.

TRAIN TRAVEL. 


The Overfiows—Kentucky, Tennessee 
Alabama— Damages. 
Special Correspondence ot the Post-Dispaten. 

TUSCUMBIA, ALA., March 16.—Several days ago 
the writer gave you a few snatches of travel, 
hastily thrown together, fropi St. Louis to Owens- 
boro, in Kentucky, by river, iatimating, as well 
as very slizht opportunity went, the terrible de- 
struction of property in Missouri, Illinois, In- 
diaha, and that portion of Kentucky along the 
Ohio. Of course an estimate in dollars and cents 
was not attempted, and unless surveyors were 
placed upon the overflowed districis, charged to 
carefully investigate and properly estimate the 
loss, anything outside of the general remark that 
it is large, and perhaps in excess of other similar 
disasters, would be little better than au estunate 
in the mind, 9 

In the letter referred to the writer gave you 
one or two statements in regard to the 
two great interests in Owensboro, those 


of whisky and tobacco. Now, with tbe per- 
mission of the editor, he will submit some 
facts suggested by a travel from Owensboro, in 
iN to Tuscumbia, in Alabama, sta 
briefly, but as much as possible to the point, 
Leaving Owensboro for the douth the travel of 
the writer was on a railroad running to the oid 
town of Russelivile :thence by the Louisville train 
to historic old Bowling Green, and from there to 
Decatur, in Alabama, by the Nashville Southern. 
From Decatur to this point by the Memphis and 
Charleston road. The Owensboro road is a new 
one, aud from lack of proper ballasting is well as 
the character of much of thé land traversed by It, 
which is low and marshy, so that the late heavy 
rains left lakes of water lor miles on either side. 
It is not the best road in America to travel over, 
though a good ove in ordinary seasons.

ALBUQUERQUE, N. M., March 10.— The mar- 
velous bas become so usual during the present 
decade in the United States that wis almost re- 
garded as common place, and yet when we take 
any one of these numerous marvels and treat it 
specifically, it attaches to itself many interesting 
features Which hang about the sulid truth as 
gracefully as does the Spanish moss upon the 
branches of the great live oaks of the South. 

When we speak of a city which from compara- 
tively nothing in 1881 has developed into a metro- 
polis in 1884; with an annual commerctal business 
of over $2,000,000; with an export during the last 
year of about 61,000, 000; a city which has ex-

proces in the same time over 6400, 000 in internal 


provements, which has centrahzed within its 
boundaries some 4,500 citizeng—men of wealtu 
and men of muscle—cosmopulitan in every sense 
of the word—euergetic and active women of cul- 
ture and refinement with honest hearts and heipt- 
Rr u city with two lines of street 
railway, gas, electric light, two daily and two 
weekly bewspapers—a mammoth jovbing trade 
which reaches to the Texas boundary upon the 
east and to California upon the west. :

| which we will endeavor to auswer in this article, 


the firet of which is What is the cause which has 
produced these great resuits?” the second Is this 
growth ephemeral or substantial?” and finally 
Will it last?” 

We will give our attention at the outset to the 
first query. The mineral and grazing wealth of 
the territory of New Mexico has been dreamed of 
for many years in the past, but while development 
was being rapidly made in California and Coto- 
rado comparatively little attention was being 
paid to New Mexico or Arizona. It was waiting, 
sleeping as ig were, with the vast deposits of un- 
told wealth within its bosom, with its mmithon of 
acres of grazivg lands, not yielding to 
the general commerce the world, 
although is grasses were as lux u- 
riant, its Waters as pure and its climate far 
more perfect for the stock business than upon 
the vast prairies of the West. and its agricultural 
and borticultural possibilities unknown. Eveu 
now. after the doors have been opened and capi- 
tal, skill and labor are pouring in, not one thou- 
gandth part of the resources of the country have 
been brought to tight, and there is hardly a doubt 
that the writer of ten years hence will have a more 
remarkable story to tell than we have, which will 
be as weil authenticated as our own, 

THE RAPID KAILWAY BUILDING 

of the Atchisou, Topeka and Santa Fe and its 
connecting line to the Pacific coast, the Atlantic 
aud Pacific, which had years before settied upon 
this as the crossing point of the Kio Grande Riv- 
er, made Albuquerque the point of meeting of the 
two great highways and gave the impetus of a 
railway center from wwhich all points 
to the East and West, to the North and South 
couid be reached by rail. Aided to this, the site 
is in the center of the State, and it is surrounded 
by a country capable of supporting iu its varied 
ways a large population. We heard a gentlemau 
remark upon looking at a real estate map of New 
Mexico, that Albuquerque appeared to de 
bounded on the north by Colorado, on the east by 
Texas, on the south by Mexico, aud on the west 
by Arizona,” and it is true, 

This central location, which invites the narrow 
gauge systems of the mountains to centralize 
here; the assured fact that at no very distant day 
the St. Louis and San Francisco Rallway will 
complete its line from the Iudian Terriiurv to 
this point, which it must do to protect its land 
grant, Which is a very valuable one; the large 
trade which has been built up 80 very 
quickly and the inviting aspect of a chance to 
make money are among the causes of 
THE REMARKABLE GROWTH OF ALBUQUERQUE. 

The second question we can beiter answer by 
giving some points which we gleaned regarding 
Bernalillo County, of which this city is the coun- 
ty seat, and a clover study of the city itselz. 

This county oceupies a central position in the 
—2 and has un area of 4,000,000 acres—a 
young State in itself. The valley of the Rio 
Grande traverses it from north to south for adis- 
tance of eighty miles, its average width being 
five miles. The soilis a rich alluvial, intermixed 
with silicious marl, made by the azgreyation of 
aqueous deposits for ages—uutil it is productive 
aud fertile to a remarkable degree—but the 
summers are hot and dry and agriculture de- 

nds upon irrigation. It is estimated, however, 

hat oot one-fifth of the arabie land is under cul- 
tivation, as the people whoare now farming 
(Mexicans and Indians) are naturally indolent, 
with few wants aud a disposition to do as litle 
work as possibile. New blood must be iniused— 
American aud foreign farmers who will soon 
change the order of things and farm for a profit. 

Two companies have been formed for lhe pur- 
pose of irrigating the mesa or table land east of 
Albuquerque, the acequia of which will be some 
fifty miles long. It wul furnish water to irrigate 
100,000 acres in Bernaliho County and 200,000 
acres in Valencia—of the very best character of 
farining laud not Hable to overflow and rich in 
phosphates. This land is partly open to entry 
and partly covered by the Atlautic and Pacific 
land grant. It is not the object of the company 
to buy up lands, but to let settlers get the 
land at firet costor from the Government znd 
have nothing to pay except a wominal sum per 
acre for water used. Valley lauds are selling 
from $10 to $50 per acre,and there are cases where 
Chinamen Are paying 630 per acre rental for 
ground near Albuquerque, raising “garden 
truck” aud making money. This shows wat 
cau be done in this country. a 

GRAIN, VEGETABLES AND FRUIT 

all can be raised with great success, reaching a 
remarkable yield and size, especially in vegeta- 
bies, unkuown to any farmers who do not irrigate 
and thus make rain and shower 10 suit 
themselves, Cabbages often attain thirty pounds 
in weight. The Mexican onion which yieids from 
40.000 40 50,000 pounds per acre, might be made a 
valuable export. Single oulons often weigh two 
or three pounds. but are not rendered gross by 
being large; on the contrary this vuion is 
sweeter than apy grown ind lender as well. 

One wan can only cultivate oveacre in six 
mouths aud doit properiy, but four meu could at- 
teud to ten acres by a proper division of labor. 
Beuus are cultivated in great quantities, aud form 
one of the principle articies of feod for the na- 
tives. Apples, quinces, peaches, piums, cherries 
and all small fruits are grown, but the grape is 
the king in this valley, aud it challenges compari- 
son with any in the world for size, beauty, flavor 
and productiveness. 

The Mission” grape is most generally grown, 
but there ure some small vineyards of white mus- 
catels, a delicious table grape. Made into wiue, 
an acre of vines four years old yields 1,360 gal- 
lons, worth when hew $2,040, the value ot whien 
increases With age, aud when these grapes find 
their way to Eastern markets aud become known 
they wilibe appreciuteu and meet with ready 
sale. They are u very fair keeping and shipping 
fruit.

TRAIN TRAVEL. 


The Overfiows—BKentucky, Tennessee and 
Alabama— Damages. 
Special Correspondence of the Post-Dispatcn. 

TUSCUMBIA, ALA., March 16.—Several days ago 
the writer gave you a few snatches of travel, 
hastily thrown together, frog St. Louis to Owens- 
boro, in Kentucky, by river, itotimating, as well 
as very slizht opportunity went, the terrible de- 
struction of property in Missouri, Illinois, In- 
diaha, and that portion of Kentucky along the 
Ohio. Of course an estimate in dollars and cents 
was not attempted, and unless surveyors were 
placed upon the overflowed districts, charged to 
carefully investigate and properly estimate the 
loss, anything outside of the general remark that 
it is large, and perhaps in excess of other similar 
disasters, would be little better than au esthuate 
in the mind, * 

In the letter referred to the writer gave you 
one or two statements in regard to the 
two great interests in Owensboro, those 


of whisky and tobacco, Now, with the per- 
mission of the editor, he will submit some 
facts suggested by a travel from Owensboro, in 
Kentucky, to Tuscumbia, in Alabama, stated 
briefly, but as much as possible to the point, 
Leaving Owensboro for the douth the travel of 
the writer was on a railroad running to the oid 
town of Russell vile :thence by the Louisville train 
to historic old Bowling Green, and from there to 
Decatur, in Alabama, by the Nashville Southern. 
From Decatur to this point by the Memphis and 
Charleston road. The Owensboro road is a new 
one, ava from luck of proper ballastiug as well as 
tue character of much of the land traversed by It, 
which is low and marshy, so that the late heavy 
rains left lakes of water lor miles on either side.

bim has attempted so large a task as that of din- 
ing every member of Congress and his wife dur- 
ing a single season. The task is this time 
greater one because of the increased size of Con- 
The House and Senate pow contain about 
400 mem , and to dine 400 hungry Congress- 
men and their wives, or nearly 800 ople, 
and to add to this a couple of hundred diplomats, 
Cabinet officers and people of that class, making 
a thousand for the season, is quite a task even 
for a President andfwith such facilities as a Presi- 
dent has. A local writer estimated the other day 
that the President's effort to make every member 
of Congress his guest during this session will cost 
him not less than $5,000. This is a very low esti- 
mate of cost, though whether any considerable 
proportion of it wl come out of the President's 
private purse is uncertain, the congressional 
allowances for the White House expenses being, 
as arule, very generous. The President wiil 
probably give also another general reception im- 
mediately after Lent. There has been consider- 
able complaint among people of prominence out- 
side of Congress and official life that they have 
not been permitted to see the inside of the Wiite 
House as often as they would like, and in defer- 
ence to this feeling the President will probably 
give a general reception goon after the close of 
the Lenten season. To-morrow and Friday will 
be marked by several quiet receptions by peopie 
of prominence and on Saturday evening will occur 
another of Secretary Chandler’s evening card re- 
ceptions.
